These rates 
were 75 cents per ton of 3*3 bushels on 
bituminous and shale and 30 cents on 
coal slack such as w ill pass through a 
ha lf inch screen. 
The present rates are 
40 cents aud 15 cents Coke is advanced 
from 15 1o 30 per cent ad valorem. 
The 
changes wer*> made in response to a 
general demand from the coal interests, 
whose representatives declared that the 
Wilson rates had increased Canadian 
competition so grea tly that the Ameri­ 
can mine owners had been obliged to 
reduce wages to keop in the field. 
The first conferences of the week 
have dealt with the tobacco schedule 
and although no final agreement has 
been reached there is a practical under­ 
standing that the new biii will return 
to the McKinley rates on tobacco ex­ 
cept on the grade known as filler. The 
rate «hi thfs will be 70 cents a pound, 
double the M *Kit)ley duty, which was 
35 cents. 
It was represented by the to­ 
bacco manufacturers that most of the 
tobacco imported from Cubit as tilicr 
was used for wrappings and that this 
evasion of the law g a \e the Key West 
factories an advantage over th'>so nsinfr 
Sumatra tobacco.

on wrapper tobarvo were 3 cents per 
pound on stemmed an 1 $ .*.75 on nn- 
sremmed.

Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy­ 
ed every nutmeg tree in the Molucca* 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted the trees in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were being con 
stautly restocked. 
For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the world 
are of large size and readily swallow 
the seed of the nutmeg, w ith the fruit 
of which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and land in a few hours and deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin­ 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat and moisture of the bird s 
system. 
By a similar process thousands of aciei 
of land have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as na­ 
ture’s agents in the dissemination ol 
plants. 
But in quite another manner do they 
transport seeds from place to place 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad 
hering to the feet of a plover three dif­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in mud stick 
ing to the feet of ducks and geese shot 
in England ho found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to the Victoria Nyanza, in 
central Africa, thus proving not omy 
the extent of migration, but also the 
possibility of plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of these 
birds.

In the mud sticking to the f<*et of a 
Texas steer the seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses common in 
Texas were found by a mieroscopist 
after the arrival of the animal in New 
York.— S t Louis Globe-Democrat.

Strange aft the assertion may seem, it 
is so true and has assumed such propor­ 
tions that in the m ajority of the store!

Bird* m Seed Carrier*. 
Two centuries ago the Dutch destroy­ 
ed every nutmeg tree in the Molucca* 
in order to enjoy a monopoly of the 
business, having planted til© trees in 
their own possessions. 
In spite of their most earnest efforts, 
however, the islands were being con­ 
stantly restocked. 
For a long time the 
thing was a mystery, but at length it 
was solved. 
The doves of that quarter of the world 
are of large size aud readily swallow 
the seed of the nut meg, w ith the fruit 
of which they traverse wide stretches of 
sea and laud*in a few hours aud deposit 
the seeds of the nutmeg not only unin­ 
jured, but better fitted for germination 
by the heat and moisture of the bird f- 
system. 
‘ By a sim ilar process thousands of acres 
of land have been covered with trees of 
different kinds, the birds acting as na­ 
ture’s agents in the dissemination of 
plants. 
But in quite another manner do they 
transport seeds from place to place 
Darwin found in six grains of earth ad 
tiering to tho feet of a plover three dif­ 
ferent kinds of seeds, and in mud stick 
ing to the feet of ducks and geese shot 
in England ho found the seeds of plants 
peculiar to tho Victoria Ny am a, in 
central Africa, thus proving not on*y 
tho extent of migration, but also the 
possibility o f plants appearing in strange 
localities through the agency of thew 
birds. 
In tho mud sticking to the feet of a 
Texas steer tho seeds of five different 
kinds of weeds and grasses common in 
Texas were found by a microscopist 
after tho arrival of tho animal in New 
York.— St. Louis Globe-Demoerat.
